Although  the  emphasis  throughout  this  Workbook  is 
teaching  rather  than  testing,  this  Workbook  provides  five  vocabulary 
tests  of  the  mastery  of  the  new  Primer  sight  words.  Full  directions 
for  administering  and  using  the  results  of  Vocabulary  Tests  I to  V 
will  be  found  in  the  Manual. 

At  the  side  of  each  page  the  purpose  and  procedures  for  the  lesson 
are  stated.  Additional  directions  and  suggestions  for  each  page  will 
be  found  on  page  80  and  on  the  inside  back  cover  page. 
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Index  to  Skills 

The  following  index  shows  the  distribution  of  activities  in  the 
book.  The  numbers  denote  the  pages  on  which  each  skill  is  em- 
phasized and  enable  the  teacher  to  see  the  steps  in  the  development 
of  each  skill.  When  the  teacher  discovers  a pupil  who  needs  more 
practice  in  a particular  skill,  she  may  refer  to  the  index  for  help 
in  locating  suitable  practice  material.  For  example,  if  a child  fails 
to  do  satisfactorily  the  exercise  in  Auditory  Perception  on  page  70, 
exercises  involving  that  skill  on  pages  20  to  66  may  be  assigned  to 
him  for  reteaching  and  practice.
